Qaebet Students at Ottawa U 
to seek UGEQ membership 

OTTAWA (CUP) — Quebec students attending the bilingual University of Ottawa are forming 
their own student group, with the intention of joining l'Union Générale des Etudiants du' Québec. 



The 1500 students will remain 
members of the Ottawa students' 
union, but the new Association 

Etudiante des Qiicliécois de l'Uni- 
vcrsilé d'Ottawa will deal with 
their off-campus affairs, includ- 
ing the application to UGEQ for 
membership. 

AEQUO will apply to UGEQ 
for membership Octohcr 29. It 
will dissolve if not accepted. 
Quebec students at Ottawa arc 
currently being asked to sign a 
petition to opt out of eus and 
divert their CUS membership 
fees to UGEQ. Two thirds of the 
students concerned must sign the 
petition to legitimise the new 
association. 

The formation of AEQUO has 
received the unanimous approval 
of the Ottawa students' council. 
No reaction from UGEQ has been 
reported. ■ i,., 

CUS prcsldenfPitrick Kennlff 
said that he did not directly 
object to the plan, hut pointed 
out that the CUS constitution 
makes no provision for part of a 
member union to opt out. 

Kcnniff said lie would wait to 



see if AEQUO was accepted Into 
UGEQ before making further 
comment, adding that he wonder- 



ed whether the Quebec students 
abroad concept would 'find ap- 
pro\al in Quebec. 



Daily to submit policy to SC 

The Managing Board of the Daily will present a policy 
statement for consideration by the Students' Council at tonight's 
meeting. Also on the agenda is a motion in favour of educa- 
tion in Quebec. 



The motion states : Whereas 
academic ability should be the 
sole factor In determining admis- 
sion to universities. 

Therefore be it resolved : 

(1) that the StudcnU' Coun- 
cil of McGill University reaffirms 
Its belief in free education for 
university students in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

(2) that the Students' Coun: 
cll recognizes the principle that 
the responsibility for free edu- 
cation In Quebec rests with the 
Provincial Government, and that 
the Provincial Government should 
take immediate steps to establish 
free higher education in Quebec. 

(3) that it is Imperative that 
free higher education In Quebec 
be achieved without any infringe- 
ment whatsoever by the Provin- 



cial Government In the adminis- 
trative or educational policies of 
the universities of Quebec.

reporting the matter to Justice 
Minister Wagner and pointed out 
that author Gaétan Tremblay had 
admitted' that his story could re- 
sult In his conviction for con- 
tempt of court. 

The article, "Non à l'arbitrai- 
re", had been passed around out- 
side the Montreal Court House 
October 15 by a group of more 
than SO students demonstrating 
against a contempt-of-court action 
by Crown Attorney Jean-Guy Bol- 
lard against Roch Denis and mem- 
bers of Ic nasscmblcmcnt pour 
l'Indépendance Nationale. 

Denis had been summoned to 
court because of his collaboration 
in writing a scries of articles in 
the separatist journal "L'Indépen- 
dance" in which he attacked a de- 
cision by Judge Lainnrre. 

The Quartier Latin article de- 
fended Denis. "This .sham trial 
: will not take place," it stated, 
"and we of Le Quartier Latin 
have the firm intention of not 
letting this happen again; it en- 
croaches on elementary Justice." 

The article said that Denis and 
others would not be allowed a 
full trial, but only a hearing, and 
it pointed out that a precedent 
had been set : "It is the first time 
in our knowledge that a political 
party (RIN) has been brought 
to court for contempt, not only 
in Canada but In all of British 
legal history." 

"The whole article," the Chief 
Justice said, "is a tissue of Im- 



postures and calumnies, worthy 
of an author who seems to de- 
light In this kind of literature. 

"Arc we to believe that this 
reflects the sentiments and tlis 
Ideas of all of the students of 
the University of Montreal ? I 
don't think so; but if such Is not 
the case, it is time for those who 
do not approve of the conduct of 
these .propagandists of disorder 
and agitation to react and to pre- 
vent the dissemination of an un- 
rest from which they will lie Ih» 
first to suffer." 

The staff of Lc Quartier Latin 
feels that Dorlon has not passed 
a judgment, but only given aii 
opinion, and it is up to tlitt 
Justice Minister to act. I.e Quar- 
tier Latin can only "wait for de- 
velopments", although they liavii 
had legal opinion. 

It is their general opinion that 
"the Cliicf Justice was in a bad 
humour" after having Imd to up- 
hold a move by counsel for the 
IlIN coiicerniiiK the question bf^ 
Court of Queen's Bench jurisdic- 
tion. "As for our not represent- 
ing the student population," said 
Pierre-Louis Gucrlin an editor- 
ialist for the Quartier Latin, "wu 
represent the ideas that are act- 
ive in the University. Unforlitn- 
alcly, the average student hai 
no ideas to represent. 

"No newspaper concerns itself 
with the thoughts of the avcragt) 
man, only those that are import- 
ant and newsworthy."

Internal Affairs Dept. set up 

University activities have been extensively re organised with the creation of the Internal 
Affairs Department of the Students' Council. 

This Department, headed by Internal Vice-President Marly Edclstein will be concerned pri- 
marily with Union management, campus organisation and other internal aspects of the Students' 
Society. . 

The greatest changes have been those affecting the new Union. A Board of Directors has 
been set up to replace the former Union Board of Managers. This will include five committee 
heads and George Newman, the appointed Programme Director who will coordinate tlie 
committees. 

A Service Committee will look after the cafeteria, the public address system and other 
services provided in the Union for the students. The House Operations Commlllce will be respon- 
sible for the organisation and upkeep of Union facilities. 

A Social Committee will organise dances and other social activities held for all students. 
There will also be a Public Relations Committee to publicise activities and a Secretarial and 
Treasury Committee to serve the other committees. 

Another important phase of internal Affairs is the management of the 160 student organ- 
isations. It is planned that organisations sharing common interests will form co-ordinating councils. 
These will enable the various clubs to help one another but also enable the Students' Council to 
help them more easily through the heads of the councils. 

The fifth branch will lake care of all other aspects of Internal Affairs. One of its main 
concerns will be the Investigation of new ideas. 

This branch will look into, the establlshme'nt of student co-operatives. They have plans for 
the establishment of a library for student' publications, an Information and public relations 
bureau, and a much needed lost' and found service. 

The 'establishment of a central poster service through which organisations wishing to ad- 
vertise their activities can have their posters more efficiently displayed in the many buildings 
on campus is another posslbllityy

At a recent meeting in Toron- 
to, representatives from • variety 
of youth organisations sent a 
telegram to the organising com- 
mittee in Ottawa expressing their 
demand for volunteer control. 

The group, Including represen- 
tatives of Kairoi (United Church 
young adults), the SCM, tho 
YWCA, SUPA and the Young 
Christian Workers, fears that it 
Is not receiving a proper hear- 
ing from the CYC. 



Joan Newman, a former rese- 
arch assistant for the Company 
and a graduate of Carleton Uni- 
venity, feels the government is 
afraid to allow for volunteer 
control of the CYC. 

She resigned from the CYC on 
October. 15 to work full time on 
SUPA's Kingston community 
' project. 

She said "I don't think the 
Company can be an effective in- 
strument for social change and t 
am not confident that pressure 
from youth, however great, will 
make the company a force for 
social change." 

The Company has also had its 
troubles with Quebec. L'Union 
Générale des Etudiants du Que- 
bec has passed a resolution tell- 
ing the Company to stay out of 
the province and the Quebec gov. 
crnmcnt is supporting a prn- 
vinclal youth organisation, the 
Travailleurs Etudiants du Qué- 
bec.

But he was dismayed that the 
theatrical audience has turned 
"for comedy to Bevereiy Hillbillies 
and for drama to Man from 
U.N.C.L.E." Nevertheless, cinema 
is still not subsidised whereas 
theatre has to be "kept up by 
grants and genius."

"This system contains within Itself the 
seeds of destruction." iSo said Stephen Lea- 
cock, writing about the whole apparatus of 
"tests, recitations, marks, and attendances" 
familiar to the modern university student. 
Of this approach he says "If puts a premium 
on dullness and a penalty on genius ... If 
we persist In it... true learning will fly 
away from our universities." Tragically he 
was writing, although he didn't know, it, 
about this university, where he taught for 
many years. 

Leacock .set down his thoughts on the 
business of higher education In his essay 
"Oxford as I See If". H|rl basic conclusions 
are summarised in his programme for build- 
ing a university. He would "found first a 
smoking room; then . . . a dormitory; then 
... a decent reading room and library. After 
that ... I would hire a professor and get 
some textbookr " He is, of course, aiming 



at that concept of a university described 
by the phrase "a community of scholars". 

It is clear that he would be deeply dis- 
oppointed at the direction that McGill Is 
taking. Indeed, It Is doubtful that he could 
teach in good conscience here, given the 
present state of affairs, and their probable 
future direction. His list of priorities has been 
Inverted; the library, for example, is very 
poor, and the residences ore sterile blocks 
run by the pettiest of bureaucrats. 

However to rail at this or that defect in 
Isolation misses the point. McGill is not, and 
does not want to be, a community of 
scholars. It implicitly subscribes to a different 
philosophy of education, one in which the 
values of the marketplace predominate. 
Many powerful forces do not want the 
universities to turn out scholars who will 
analyse, judge, and if necessary recommend 
changes in the world. They would prefer 
graduates. wHo fit smoothly into the "tech- 
nical apparatus" of society, without rocking

Given this basic choice, others Inevitably 

follow. Shall the highest posts and govern- 
ing bodies at the university be filled by 
scholars and humanists or by businessmen? 
Shall the course of study be designed to 
turn out scholars in depth, or shall it follow 
ihe "beer bottling" theory of education. In 
which the pupil moves along a set pafh, 
receiving measured doses of knowledge, to 
be capped at the end and sent out to be 
consumed? How shall the staff be evaluat- 
ed; by trying to assess those difficult in- 
tangibles which lie at the heart of good 
teaching, or by the crude measure of 
volume of output? 

It is questions such as these that must 
be answered first. The Increasing domina- 
tion of tho universities by the business com- 
munity and the resulting perversion of ideals 
explains many things. This Is the ultimate 
source of the growing lock of interest In 
teaching among the professors, and the 
widespread feeling of alienation among 
students. How many people here are there 
who could describe themselves, keeping a 
straight face, as port of a community of 
scholars? Things like student-faculty boards, 
talks once a term with a faculty advisor, 
or the faculty course should be seen for 
what they are; hopelessly inadequate at- 
tempts to patch up a system founded on 
incorrect assumptions. It is not a particular 
course or committee which needs to be 
changed. The whole concept of higher educ- 
ation has been subverted by materialistic 
values, and the whole system needs to be 
changed.

I do 
not think that this second point 
deserves attention until tho.;e 
concerned have given detailed 
evidence. 

As to the third point, I dis- 
agree with the petitioners* 
estimate of the distribution of 
opinion on the campus: I think 
that there is a minority that 
agrees with a given editorial, a 
minority that disagrees, and a 
majority that has no fixed 
opinion; and that this majority 
benefits immensely from the re- 
sulting dialogue. I hope that 
this present squabble will not 
return the Daily to its gray, 
tame editorial output of former 
years. 
I also hope that: 

a) the petitioners be specific 
in their accusations. 

b) that they do not contrive 
to exploit the anti-commu- 
nist passions of their fellows 
to achieve an aim which — 
as they assert — has little 
to do with the actual politics 
of the editor. 

c) instead of demanding that 
the editor resign, why not 
measure the demands to the 
proclaimed grievances, and . 
demand that the Daily gua- 
rantee student activities ot 
wide interest appropriate 
priority and page space. The 
proclaimed grievances do 
not warrant resignation of 
the editor, only that guaran- 
tees are provided. 

In closing, I congratulate the 
Daily staff and the editor — 
often though I disagree — for 



presenting a paper that instead 
of "comforting the afflicted",

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UGEQ PROMOTES 
STUDEMT UNIONISM 



When McGlll lubmiti iti opplica- 
llon tomorrow io |oln l'Union Gêné- 
role des Etudiants du Québec, il will 
mork o new concept of the role of 
the English speaking Quebec student. 

In deciding to ioin UGEQ the Stu- 
dents' Council has Indicated a new 
interest In Quebec's sociely and has 
offlrmed Its support for the growing 
concept of student syndicalism. 

The decision will have an Imme- 
diate effect on the student movement 
in Quebec, on the larger universities 
In particular. If will produce reac- 
tions in other ports of Canada. In 
fact, It has already. 

Although membership in UGEQ still 
depends on our acceptance by the 
Union's other members, and subse- 
quent ratification by the Sudents 
Council, acceptance is practically as- 
sured. The decision to join in the first 
place, however, was much more dif- 
ficult. 

Initial investigation 
Preceding Council's move on Oc- 
tober 13 to seek membership, a com- 
mittee headed by Stephen Schecter 
spent the summer studying UGEQ 
and Interviewing Its leaders. The com- 
mittee's report formed the basis for 
the final decision. The two main 
reosons given by External Vice-Pres- 
ident Ken Cabaloff for the interest In 
UGEQ and the ollempt Io join were 
the fad that education is a provincial 
field and that McGill must become an 
integral part of Quebec sociely. 

Cabotoff staled that joining UGEQ 
would "moke us freer to deal with the 
provincial government". He added, 
"the willingness to question and 
examine our society mokes one more 
Inlellecluolly olive. We're just at the 
stage where joining UGEQ Is essen- 
tiol." 

An Interesting port of the report 
and one that caused much debate 
omong those who read It was 
that "our fundamental aspirations are 
in accord with those of UGEQ". To 
decipher this one must know both 
the alms of both bodies. 

The underlying principal of UGEQ 
Is that of student unionism or "syn- 
dicalism étudiant". - 

Student unionism Is bosed on the 
view of the student as an intellectual 
worker, like other workers students 
have a responsible role to play In 



society. 

Jacquet Des{ardins, President of 
UGEQ, staled that students should 

Fadden has sliown himseK Ir 



participate at the official level of 
Institutions. He envisioned a partner- 
ship between students ond professors 
in the otialnmenf of common goals 
called co-gestlon. It is the opinion of 
Desjordlns and student unionists gen- 
erally that the student's role vIs-a-vIs 
his teachers should not be a passive 
one but an active exchange of ideas. 
Thus, when student unionists speak of , 
the "démocratisation of education", 
they ore referring not merely to a 
removal of tuition fees but to on en- 
tire re-thinking of the philosophy of 
higher education. Desjordlns does not 
feel that this "démocratisation" con 
be achieved by solely reforming uni- 
versity structurel. 

According to his view, students as 
members of a class of workers ought 
to work toward the removal of social 
inequities which restrict university ed- 
ucation to a privileged few. He re- 
peatedly stressed that even if univer- 
lily education were completely free 
there would be many factors in a 
young person's home environment 
both economic and culturoV which 
could either facilitate or hinder his 
attending university. 

The student unionist's "democratic" 
educotionol philosophy is inextrica- 
bly linked with a desire to improve 
social conditions In generol. Desjor- 
dins defined his basic outlook as a 
belief in "a society based not on 
profits but on the needs of men." 

Types of action 
He staled thai in achieving con- 
crete measures in the direction of 
these oims there ore two types of 
action which UGEQ could take. First 
the union could act as o pressure 
group attempting to inform public 
opinion through research projects and 
studies and In the same way affect 
government policy. Secondly it could 
organise practical projects such as 
TEQ, Travailleurs Etudiants Québécois 
which is a sort of "Quebec peace 
corps" designed to combat social evils 
at the local level. 

The real purpose of UGEQ can best 
be seen in the way it came into being. 
Until 1963, the Canadian Union of 
Students was known as the Notional 
Federation of University Students and 
it existed as a federation. The loose 
ties and the size of the federation 
could not accommodate the growing 
desire for social action of the Quebec 
universities. Therefore they withdrew 



and by November 1964 had formed 

UGEQ. 

The constitution of UGEQ is expli- 
citly directed to this social reform and 
démocratisation of society. In effect 
this Is the principal raison d'être of 
the union. 

Two Issues 
The two major issues raised during 
the decision to apply for membership 
were the relationship of McGill to 
CUS and the fact that UGEQ Is uni- 
linguol and contains a certain amount 
of nationalism. 

Under the terms of the negollotiont 
completed Monday, McGill will hold 
dual membership for a year and then 
make a choice. Unless there Is a dras- 
tic change in Student Council policy 
within UGEQ itself, it is highly

likely that McGill is joining to slay. 

Jacques Desjordins, President of 
UGEQ, welcomed the McGill decision 
to join and denied that unllingua- 
lism should have any detrimental 
effect on that decision. He stated 
that we all "must work together to 
solve our common problems".

He sow McGill as any other large 
Quebec university "with o different . 
personality but playing the tome 
role" OS the others. He sow natio- 
nalism as desiring "Io build o strong 
Quebec with more equality". It was 
not, he added, directed ogoinst any 
other group. 

Unllingualism will be practiced to 
-the extent that the official language 
is French and oil documents will 
be in French. However any member 
may talk In English "at the risk 
of not being understood". The Stu- 
dents' Council will be responsible 
for tronsloting any material Into 
English for the campus. 

Other English Universities Join 
Other English speaking universi- 
ties In Quebec showed their approv- 
al of the move by following suit. It 
is expected that Sir George Williams, 
Loyola and Morionopolis College 
will soon be in UGEQ under .ihe 
same conditions as McGill. 

Pol Keniff, President of CUS, in- 
dicated he hod no objections to En- 
glish speaking universities in Que- 
bec seeking membership in UGEQ 
and hoped the two unions might co- 
operate on certain programs. How- 
ever he added that none of the 
universities hod officially notified 
him of their declson and that the 
Université de Montréal at least hod 
the "good taste" to advise him. 

Jacques Desjordins claimed that 
the addition of McGIII to UGEQ 
should "add a great deal of dyno- 
nism to the union." He added that 



many French-speaking students fav- 
oured McGill's entry because of It* 
great energy. 

The McGill student has yet to 
voice his opinion of the decision. 
However, Gerry Ross, Commerce re- 
presentative on the Students' Coun- 
cil stated that he will press for a 
referendum to rotify the agreement. 

Elections 

One more aspect of the Quebec 
union which will be witnessed 
throughout the Congress this week- 
end Is method of electing new 
leaders and the emphasis placed on 
participatory democracy. 

A new president will be elected 
at this Congress. And under pre- 
sent circumstances this man will bo 
Robert Nelson, President of Tra- 
vailleurs Etudiants du Québec. 

UGEQ has o power structure of ils 
own os any student union. The 
constitution and division of powers 
is such to ensure as much democra- 
cy ond representation of views as 
possible. However, like any other 
union it olso has its power struggles 
and McGill leaders will soon be on 
Integral port of them. 

Another aspect is the desire for 
decentralisation to emphasise the 
idea of participatory democracy. 
This Is one of the themes of the 
Congress along with education. An 
elaborate scheme has been drown 
up to break UGEQ down into 11 dis- 
tinct regions. Each would conduct lo- 
cal affairs within its orgonisotion 
and send delegates to, UGEQ also. 
The larger universities would be a 
region themselves. 

At the present time UGEQ hos 
55.000 members. With the addition 
of McGill this number would rise 
to 68,000 and if all other English 
universities in the province joined 
it would be over 80,000;*;:? 

This in itself is a significant fact. 
For with the move to unity will come 
a very powerful student movement. 
It will require dynamism to keep It 
olive and a strong interest by oil 
concerned to protect it from obuse. 
But any action that tends to divide 
'the union on racial grounds will 
surely destroy the total structure. 

To McGIII Ihe move to join UGEQ 
will mean a chance to actively par- 
ticipate In Quebec society. In fact It 
means we may at lost become o port 
of the society we live in. We ore In 
a position to contribute to both 
the future of Quebec and of Canada 
and at the some time odd some- 
thing to our own pecullor culture. 

However we must reollse why we 
are joining ond not. look at 'it as o 
gesture. If anything Is to come of 
this It will come through active In- 
terest and participation. 

The decision is a challenging one. 
Through it we may spark a larger 
national unity eventually or we may 
only succeed in dividing ourselves.
